The first step of identfying prob- 
lems and solutions for four area com- 
munities has been accomplished. 
Now, the goal of putting the solutions 
into action is the focus of the Chain 
of Lakes Downtown Economic En- 
hancement Study. 

More than 30 community members 
gathered Wednesday night at the Cen- 
tral Lake Governmental Center to 
learn of new economic strategies and 
general downtown improvements di- 
rected to the four communities in- 
volved in the economic study ~ East 
Jordan, Ellsworth, Bellaire and Cen- 
tral Lake. 

The study is a part of the Michigan 
Economic Development 
Corporation’s $18,000 block grant, 
which helped facilitate the $36,000 


_regional planning study. 


Study coordinator Patrick 
Coleman, of UP Engineers & Archi- 
tects, Inc., directed the meeting and 
Jaid out numerous improvement pos- 
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sibilities for each community. 
Coleman spent a significant amount 
of time in each village or city and 
came away impressed each 
community’s chances at improving 
both economically and socially. 

“This is a most interesting project 
because this is the first time where I 
have worked with four communities 
that came together and each share the 
same essential goals,” Coleman said. 
“Each of the four has great potential 
to improve their economy in Antrim 
or Charlevoix counties.” 

Already, Coleman said, the four 
have seen some positive growth, good 
signs for economic improvement. 
Each saw a population increase from 
the 1990 to 2000 census, with 
Ejlsworth recording the highest jump 
of 16 percent (417 residents to 483). 
Also, each community saw its median 
household income increase during the 
same time span, with Elisworth’s 
jumping 105 percent ($18,603 to 
$38,125),

a Budget woes mean Boyne 
District Library is making 


cuts, looking at options 


When the Mary K. Peabody Foundation gifted the com- 
munity with $2 million to renovate and expand the 80- 
year-old Boyne District Library, all involved were aware 
that taking on a larger facility would mean added costs in 
the future. In fact, as part of the funding agreement, the 
library had to commit to creating an Endowment Fund and 
a Friends group to oversee it. 

True to the vision, the Friends of the Boyne District Li- 
brary and the Endowment Fund went forward following 
the completion of the building in Apri! 2001. “They did a 
great job,” said library director Nannette Miller. “But after 
what happened in the market, there’s not enough in there.” 
She is, of course, referring to the shaky stock market and 
general economic downturn the nation has seen in the ef-

With investment returns down and charitable giving like- 
wise, the bottom line is looking grim, Miller said: “We did 
not bring in enough operating income each year to run this 
building.” Higher-than-anticipated utility and maintenance 
costs, too, have their share in the blame, including un- 
knowns such as requirements for things like service con- 
tracts on heating and cooling systems. “These are all costs 
no one could seem to give us before we opened,” Miller 


Indeed, the annual operating budget for the fiscal year 
ending April 30, 2003 showed $280,756 in total revenues 
and $335,089 in total expenditures, a difference of $54,333. 
‘We had some reserves, but you can’t operate at a deficit 
for too long,” Miller said. 

“The deficit is bigger this year than it’s ever been.” 

Consequently, the Library Board of Directors has had to 
make some tough decisions, most recently at their regular 
meeting last week. 

“The most immediate action is, as of March 1, we hav

library’s income by $17,000 
for the year, Miller said.

The object of the Snow 
Snake Challenge is simple: 
to throw your “snake” and, 
according tg Boyne City 
Public Schools Title VII 
Consortium coordinator 
Todd Parker, “get it further 
than anyone else.” 

Set for Saturday, Feb. 21, 
the event is in its third year, 
attracting 78 participants in 
2003 and expecting nearly 


100 this time around. Open __ 


to the public, participants of 
all ages, from pre-kinder- 
garten to elders, will try 
their hand at hurtling the 
wooden snake down the icy 
track at the Boyne City 
Sports Complex. 

“It’s played differently 
all over the world,” Parker 
said of the game, which has 
its ancient roots in Native 
American culture. 

Players use a wooden 
“snake,” which can take 
many forms, ranging from 
a doll to a simple stick, but 
must be snake-like in 
shape, that is, with a head 
and tapered body that nar- 
rows into a tail. The snake 
is typically polished and/or 
oiled. Snow snakes range 
from three to five and a half 


feet in length, though tra- 
ditionally they could ex- 
tend as long as nine feet. 

On the field, the snakes 
are thrown down an icy 
trench, about 8 inches wide 
and 10 inches deep, typi- 
cally in an underhanded 
fashion. Tracks at the 
Boyne City football field 
a from 350 to 400 feet 
two shiews with far the 
longest for each individual 
counting towards their 
score.

Tourism dollars also play 
a large role in the area's 
economy, Coleman said. 
There was an estimated di- 
rect expenditures of 
$50,445,000 spent in 
Antrim County in 1996 
alone, which Coleman said 
is “extraordinary.” 

‘Obviously people are 
drawn to the beauty of this 
region and now we just 
have to find a way for them 
to stay longer and spend 
some more of their money 
in our downtown busi- 
nesses,’ Coleman said. 

Despite highlighting 
some lingering problems 
with each community, 
Coleman also featured a 
number of solutions, many 
of which appealed to all 
four. 


One of the most appeal- 
ing was the need for a win- 
ter festival or more winter 
activities. Coleman docu- 
mented many different 
winter festivals and activi- 
ties from his time spent in 
Sweden and Canada, as 
well as in his hometown of 
Houghton. 

Coleman suggested add- 
ing more activities such as 
expanding skiable areas in 
East Jordan: snow tubing in 
Ellsworth; creating a win- 
ter recreation area in Cen- 
tral Lake; and adding more 
cross-country ski trails in 
Bellaire. 

Coleman also recom- 
mended each community 
develop a marketing pro- 
gram which would ensure 
future growth after the 
grant’s goals have been 
met. 


Other specific improve- 
ments recommended by 
Coleman include: 

-Encourage the public li- 
brary to be located in down- 
town East Jordan; 

-Improve the visual con- 
ditions. of East Jordan's 
highway corridors; 

-Create a historic walk- 
ing tour in Central Lake and 
East Jordan; 

-Revamping the 
E}lsworth bridge, which 
currently restricts boat traf- 
fic to the south; 

-Continue the process of 
improving parking in 
Bellaire; 

-Limit/define the com- 
mercial development on 
Cayuga Street in Bellaire; 

-Develop more uniform 
signage in all four commu- 
nities: 

-Allow streetscape to ex- 


tend to Intermediate Lake 
in Central Lake; 

-Pay attention to future 
land use and zoning in Cen- 
tral Lake; 

-Develop improved 
walkways in Ellsworth, es- 
pecially to the Tapawingo 
and House on the Hill es- 
tablishments; 

-Continue efforts to de- 
velop a community park at 
the former industrial park 
in Ellsworth; and 

-Establish and fund a 
Downtown Development 
Authority in Ellsworth.
